13 — (Delayed) — UPr— This sun- 
bathed strip of the Italian coast, 
which has cost more Allied lives to 
hold than any other piece of ground 
in the Mediterranean, is experien- states, 
cing now the novelty of "phoney 
war." 


When the Anzio invasion 82 days 


ago became a dud as far as the 
capture of Rome was concerned, il 
resulted in the fiercest and most 
prolonged defensive 
battle ever 


waged by combined British 
and 


American forces. 


Here in me beachhead out-num 


bered Allied troops held back three 
all-out assaults by the 
German 


14th Army, which not only was su 
perior in numbers but also in cer 
iain types of weapons. 


Judging by the reports of public 


comment in the United States and 
Britain, the beachhead will be re 
membered- as an adventure in mill 
tary futility. But to scores ofthou 
sands of troops who fought here i 
remains one spot where the Ger 
man army had almost all the odd 
in its favor but could not 
crack 


through. 


As to why the enemy had such 


advantages 
in

where 
British-American 
grouni 


forces are currently engaging him 
the opinion has been expressed tha 
responsibility lies with the highest i 
directors of Allied military strate- ' 
gy, who at least six months ago 
relegated the Italian operations to

Finally convinced that thf beach- 


head is a permanent fixture in its 
flank, the German command now 
obviously intends to do nothing 
more than contain it.

Nothing has been reported offi- 


cially for several weeks of some of 
the German elite units which took 
part in the February fighting. 


The Allied forces here are strong- 


er now than ever before, both in 
men and guns. They have, how- 
ever, instituted no offensive. Small 
patrol clashes and indefinite artil- 
lery exchanges characterize cur- 
rent beachhead activity, which is 
comparable with the "sitzkrieg" 
that marked developments on the 
western front early in the war.

cably linked. Breaking the stale-

most helpful," Churchill replied.

matters would "be decided only at 
.he end of the war" but reiterated 
iis comment of more than a year 
ago that "so far as the

Bomb Assault 
on Truk Is 
Stepped Up

Continuing their air offensive in 


the Pacific at a stepped-up pace, 
American fliers struck at the once 
powerful fortress of Truk 
three 


times during the weekend. 


Long range Liberators from the 


Solomons smashed at Dublon island 
Saturday and Sunday nights while 
other Liberators from the 
Central 


Pacific bombed Truk before dawn 
Sunday, concentrating on Dublon, 
Fefan and Moen islands. 


Explosions and fires were 
said 


to have ripped through the close- 
ly-packed defense installations. 
The protective bases in the Caro- 


lines also came In for heavy pun- 
ishment again as American bomb- 
ers dropped heavy loads of explo- 
sives on Ponape, Pakin, Ant 
and 


Ulul islands. The raid on Ponape 
was the twenty-third 
in 
sixteen 


days. 


American fliers also were active 


in the Southwest 
Pacific, 
where 


they bombed the Japanese supply 
base at Hollandia, in northern New 
Guinea, for the 
fifth 
time 
this 


month. Numerous buildings were 
reported destroyed and large fires 
were left burning. 


The returning fliers reported' no 


air opposition and only light anti- 
aircraft fire. 


In the Dutch East Indies, Amer- 


ican fliers smashed at the port o: 
Koepang on Timor island and Ra- 
baul on New Britain.
